don’t lay wooden floors over concrete without treating the 
.ub-floor and the sleepers; don’t place joists, posts, etc. 
in masonry walls without ample ventilation around the 
sockets; don’t oil or paint wood uptil it is thoroughly dry 
Affirmatively, he says, provide ample cross-ventilation 
under buildings without basements, clean up ail wood 
rubbish, keep the roof sound, look out for leaks around 
and under door frames, watch cracks in stucco and in- 
spcct all lumber for signs of decay before it goes into the 
building. If infection occurs despite precautions, prompt­ 
ly remove the diseased pieces, for rot is progressive and 
infectious.
